Of  Mr.  Irving's  skill  in  the  treatment  of  what  is  styled 
in  the  language  of  the  players  a  “  character-part  ”  his  per¬ 
formance  of  Louis  XI.  affords  satisfactory  proof.  True, 
such  parts  do  not  usually  demand  the  highest  ability. 
Second-rate  actors  have  been  known  to  excel  in 
them.  The  reason  is  not  far  to  seek.  Dramatic 
beings  so  fantastically  endowed  that  they  may  be 
said  to  bristle  with  pegs  of  eccentricity  on  which  the 
comedian  may  hang  his  humour  are  not  very  difficult  of 
impersonation.  They  act  themselves,  so  to  speak.  Still 
these  strongly-marked  personages  have  usually  been 
favourites  with  the  public,  and  many  an  artist, 
whether  capable  or  not  of  finer  achievement,  has 
won  renown  by  the  vigorous  accentuation  of  their 
^  peculiarities.  The  Eleventh  Louis,  the  most  remarkable 

Synopsis  of  member  of  the  House  of  Valois,  is  certainly  one  of  the  oddi¬ 
ties  of  history.  He  lehds  himself  easily  to  histrionic  por-
